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Make a Bird Feeder for Earth Day

What you need:

Clean milk carton

String

Paint or permanent markers

Birdseed

Box cutter, knife or scissors (adult to cut out carton)

Start with a clean carton. Paint or use permanent markers. Measure 2" on both sides and top.
Bottom is 1 2" to hold birdseed.

After you cut out one side Cut one, two, three or Use permanent markers for added
use it as a pattern. all four sides! decoration and then add a string
on top. Fill with birdseed
